From one of the gentlemen wh»d 
was on the train with him, it was 
learned that he had been feeling if 
early Sunday morning, and when the 
train stopped in Atlanta he went to a 
nearby drug .store and ordered some 
laxative. water, which he drank on the 
spot,. He noticed a very ,peculiar taste, 


.and.it.is said. he aaked the druggist to 


show him the bottle out of which he 
had drawn the drink, but the druggist 
refused. He returned to his train and 
soon after it started became violently 
ill. The symptoms were all indicative 
of poison, and efforts were made to re- 
lieve his stomach, but without success. 
He complained repeatedly of having 
been pcisoned. Telegiams were sent 
ahead for physicians, but none were 
available at the several stopping 
places until the train reached Opelika. 
But he @ied a short time before the 
train reached that station. 

Those on the train have united in a 
statement which has been forwarded 
to the family, so that they may probe 
it to the bottom, and determinevrwheth- 
er he was a victim of poison. Captain 
O’Brien was Known all over the coun- 
try. The remains were taken off the 
train at Opelika and shipped through 
Montgomery to Pensacola last night 
for burial. 

Mr. O’Brien was a native of Key 
West. He was a’ pilot and followed 
‘this business until elected president of 
the -national assoctation fifteen Years 
ago. He was a candidate for con- 
gressman-at-large from Florida in last 


summer's primary.

New York, November 4.—(Special.)— 
The presidential campaign of 1912 
closed with the democrats more thor- 
oughly united and confident of victory 
than they have been in many for half 
a century. The telegraphic advices 
from all parts of the country received 
at the democratic national headquar- 
ters gave added assurances of a sweep- 


ing victory, and showed that Chairman , 


McCombs was really conservative in 
claiming that Wilson’ and Marshall 
would receive more than 400 electoral 
votes. 

Dispatches from Chicago gives the 
glad tidings that the tide has changed 
tremendously in the past few days, and 
that Illinois will go for Wilson by a 
tremendous majority. 

Wilson ruled a big favorite in the 
closing betting today, the odds being 
5 and 6 to 1 with few takers. 

Roosevelt Paper Admits Defeat. 

The Evening Mail, Roosevelt's most 
ardent champion among the papers, 
virtually admits defeat for the first 
time. It has been very bold about 
exploiting the claim&S of Chairman 
Dickson, of the third party, and has 
made the assertion that Roosevelt 
would carry thirty states. Today it 
claims only nine, and predicts possibly

The close of the campaign in New 
York tonight wae brilliant, the paradé 
which was scheduled for November 2, 
and was declared off temporarily out 
of respect to the memory of late Vice 
President Sherman, was held amidst 
the plaudits of cheering thousands and 
the. blare of thirty-five bands. The 
line of march was from Washington's 
arch in Washington square, up Fifth 
avenue to Forty-second street, and 
then west to Long Acre square. It is 
estimated that at least 50,000 men were 
in line, more than four hours being 
required for ‘it to pass a given point. 
It was reviewed by Ohairman Mc- 
Combs and members of the national 
committee. 

The campaign came to an end to- 
night with the leading candidates for 
the nation’s chief office continuing 
their personal appeal to voters almost 
to the last moment. : 

President Taft, speaking from his 
train in Ohio, on his trip to Cincinnati; 
Colonel Roosevelt addressing voters at 
Long Isiand points close to Oyster Bay, 
and Governor Wilson addressing meet- 
ings at’ Passaic and Paterson, gave to 
the conclusion of the campaign a touch 
of personal activity that emphasized 
the interest in tomorrow's balloting. 

More Than Presidency Involved. 

More than the presidency is at stake 
in the elections tomorrow. The repub- 
ligan forces have concentrated their 
efforts in doubtful states to prevent an 
overturning of local organizations, or 
a capture of the legislature in states 
heretofore safely republican. The dem- 
ocrats have made an organized assault 
upon a number of states, to control the 
legislature, so that the majority in 
. the United States senate may be swung 
to the democratic column. Against re- 
publican predictions that the senate 
will remain republican, democratic na- 
tional leaders today claimed enough 
states to give them the senate, and to 
greatly swell their majority in the 
house of representatives, which they 
captured in 1910. 

Few American campaigns have run 
through a longer period of heated con- 
troversy. The fight for the presidency, 
to terminate at the ballot boxes tomor- 
row, was under way early in February, 
and has scarcely lagged since that 
time. 

Out of the eight men who were active 
candidates for presidential nominations 
early in the summer, three leading 
candidates, representing three parties 
whose relative strength still is a mat- 
ter of conjecture, remain to solicit the 
voters’ support tomorrow. 

Women in the Campaign. 

The influence of women in the cam- 
paign probably will be greater than in 
any previous election. Each national 
headquarters has had an organized bu- 
reau to appeal to wemen workers, pre-+ 
sided over by women well known in, 
public and social life. In the, six: 
western states where women will vote, 
Wyoming, Utah, Colorado, California, 
Idaho and Washington, their ballots 
will be an important factor in the re- 
sults. In five other states, Arizona, 
Michigan, Kansas, Oregon and Wiscon- 
sin, the right of women to vote will be 
an-issue at the polls. 

Fair weather is predicted for the 
majority of states. The uncertainty 
caused by the third party ticket, the 
more than ordinarily urgent appeal of 
party managers to all voters to “go 
to the pells,” and the local interest 
caused by fights for state offices and 
control of state machinery, indicated 
a record vote in almost all sections of 
the country, and a popular presi- 
dential vote of huge proportions.

National headquarters of the three 
leading political parties were scenes 
of leave-takings and wholesale deser- 
tions today.

Theoretically, as Judge Hammond points out, that is the atti- 
tude now taken by the law. In actuality, one would fly in the face 
oi the evidence of one’s own senses to claim that such a condition 
exists. It would be idle to deny that many an indigent, ill-appearing 
and ragged, but innocent, individual has been “railroaded” to con- 
viction under the present system. The court, it is true, is empow- 
ered to designate counsel for the defense of all those unable to re- 
tain their own lawyers. But it too often happens that an inexperi- 
enced attorney is designated to combat the trained skill of a solicitor 
and, above all, every effort he makes is with the knowledge that 
he ig not to be paid a penny while the public prosecutor is sure of a 
remuneration. , 


The method may provide an excellent legal education for the 


sent many an innocent man to the penitentiary and sometimes to his 
death. The country is sick of technicalities and palaverings for delay 
that are wholly outside the merits of the case. It means to see an 
end of these, and justice done swiftly, due care being taken for im- 
partiality and rehearings where new evidence justifies them, But 
it is equally the duty of society to make actual, and not hypothetical, 
the legal assumptions that a man is innocent until proven guilty. 
The paid public defender of experience would accomiplish that end 
and would also, as Judge Hammond indicates, simplify the work of 


the courts.

the workings of the criminal courts of 
this county will satisfy any man that 
there exists a great need for an ad- 
junct to those courts in order that jus- 
tice may be judicially administered 
The jati is always crowded with pris- 
oners, charged with the commission 
of crimes, who are unable to protect 
themselves against the accusations 
which are, at least sometimes, unjustly 
brought against them. They are too 
poor to employ a lawyer to defend 
them and have no opportunity to do 
so, being ignorant and utterly helpless 
by reason of their tncarceration. 
When they are brought before the 
bar of the court, just on the eve of 
trial, a young and inexperienced law- 
yer is appointed/to defend them, and 
under his advice they usually plead 
guilty. The judge is powerless to do 
more than he usually does, and the re- 


sult is that they are hustled off to 
the chaingang to work out their sen- 
tences. Many of them are doubtless 
innocent, and a little careful prepa- 
ration of their cases would have saved 
them from a conviction. Alas! that 
these things are true. But every one 
knows that they are. 

The state employs an experienced 
officer to prosecute these men, and all 
the powerful machinery of the law is 
set in motion to convict them. This 
is all right, and I am far from making 
any complaint about it. But what [ 
do complain of is that the state fur- 
hnishes no means for the protection of 
the innocent. The state {s immensely 
interested in the punishment of the 
guilty, and should be, but the state is 
equally interested in the protection 
of-the innocent. 
ber escutcheon to punish an inno- 
cent man. It is fully as important to 
protect the Innocent as it is to pun- 
ish the guilty. Theoretically the: law 
is very tender with an innocent per- 
son accused of crime, but practically 
how is it? Frequently they are hus- 
tled off and handcuffed, like shelling 
Deas out of a pod! 

The law says it is better that nine- 
ty-nine guilty persons should . escape 
than that one innocent one should suf- 
fer, and that a man is presumed to 
be innocent until his guilt is estab- 
lished by proof. But every one knows 
that when a dirty, bad-smelling pris- 
oner, In ragged clothes, is brought 
from filthy surroundings into court, 
practically the presumption is the 
other way. He is dirty and rag- 
ged and smells bad; but how can he 
help it? He is a human being, and 
‘oftentimes he is innocent. But he has 
no means of establishing his innv- 
cence, and the best way out, so far 
as he can see, is to plead guilty and 
hope for a light sentence. 

A Public Defender. 

Mr. Samuel Untermeyer, in an ad- 
dress before the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science, said: 
“The state has its public prosecutor; 
why not its public defender to care

“When the state, with all the power 
at its aisposal, stretches out its mighty 
arm and brings the person of the de- 
fendant tu the bar of justice . . . the 
state, as parens patrial, owes it to 
itself and to the defendant, when he 
is unable to make his own. defense. 
to give him every assistance to prop- 
erly defend himself.” 

' Many other authorities might be 
quoted to show that the greatest and 
broadest thinkers of the world are on. 
this line and take this view. But 
what says our law? It says the court 
may assign counsel for.the prisoner, 
but makes no provision for paying him. 
He must perform the arduous wors 
without pay, and consequently. it falls 
into young and Anexperienced hands. 

I have been twice called upon by 
the court, in recent years, to defend 
men charged with a capital crime. One # 
of them was guilty and should have 4 
been hung, as he was; but the others 
should not have suffered the extrem@ 
penalty of the law. I mention 
cases because my experience gives ™ 
the right to say what I do, that 
work is arduous. 

We are constantly pressing the oth- 
er side of the question, the punish- 
ment of the criminal, and this is right; 
but we are too apt to lose sight of 
the protection of the innocent. | 

The state should authorize the em- 
ployment of a public defender, by the 
proper authorities, in every county in 
Georgia. His pay should be fixed by 
the judge of the superior court noc 
to exceed a reasonable limit. This 
should be paid out of the county funds. 
He should be appointed by the judge 
of the superior court for a definite 
term He should be a man of expe- 
rience and ability. It should be his 
| duty to defend all persons charged 
with crime who are unable to pro- 
vide for their own defense. He should 
be fair and impartial, except that he 
should see te it that no innocent man 
is convicted. 

If a man is guilty, he should sim- 
ply see to it that he is legally and 
properly convicted, and that he should 
not be punished excessively. A senti- 
ment in Georgia should be started that 
would insure the passage of such a 
bill by the next legislature. 

A man like this would not only pro- 
tect the innocent, but he would be « 
valuable aid to the administration of 
the criminal law. He should save the 
time of the courts by making short 
work of all cases where he is satisfied 
of the defendant's guilt beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt. But he should look at 
the case from the standpoint of the. 
person accused. He should sée to it 
that all his substantial rights are pro- 
tected. The passage of sucha law 
would bring about a new era in the 


administration of the criminal law.

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New Rules Embody Points Demanded 
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Whitehead is out under $3,500 bond, 
Pace and Snell are in jail and Guliatt, 
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by Labor Leaders---First Re- 
vision in Years. 


Washington, November 4.—In pro- 
mulgating today the first revision of 
the equity rules of federal courts in 
the last fifty years, the supreme court 
eof the United States prohibited the 
STranting of preliminary injunctions 
notice and restricted the 
granting of temporary restraining or- 
ders. The court embodied in the new 
rule mariy of the points of the Clayton 
anti-injunction bill, for which labor 
leaders have been fighting, which has 
passed the house and waits in the sen- 
ate. 

Specific Facts Demanded. 

Instead of temporary restraining or- 
ders being issued without notice upon 
Presentation to a federal judge on 
general allegations that immediate and 
irreparable damage is about to be in- 
flicted, the new rule requires that it 
must be shown by specific facts set 
forth in affidavits, or otherwise, that 
such damages will result. When 4 
temporary restraining order is issued 
a hearing on the injunction must be 
given within ten days. Heretofore no 
time limit was fixed by the rules and 
‘ften not by the courts. 

The court went still further and pro- 
vided that those restrained may come 
int®O court within two days and be 
heard with expedition on a motion to 
dissolve the restraining jorder. The 
new rules do not require those pro- 
curing the restraining order to give a 
bond or the judge to et forth in the 
order his reason’ for granting it. 
These® were provisions in the Clayton 
bi)l. 

Chief Justice White did not refer to 
the anti-injunetion rule in announcing 
fixe changes in the old rules, but did 
emphasize the statement that the re- 
vision was designed to simplify 
procedure and remove delays and re- 
duce cost. The antiaue form of plead- 
ing is abrogated in the new rules for 
the modern forms of “code,” states’ 
fudges are required, with few excep- 
tions, to do so, and appellate courts 
authorized more generally to: dispose 
of suits instead of reversing on imma- 
terial errors. 

New Rule on Injunctions. 

The new rule on injunctions pre- 
vides: 

“No preliminary injunction shali be 
granted without notice to the opposite 
party, nor shall any temporary re- 
straining order be granted without no- 
tice to the opposite party, unless it 
shall clearly appear from specific facts 
shown by affidavit or by the verified 
bill that immediate and _ irreparable 
loss or damage will result to the ap- 
piicant before the matter can be heard 
On notice. 

“In case a temporary restraining or- 
der shall be granted without notice 
in the contingency specified, the mat- 
ter shal] be made returnable at the 
earliest possible time, and in no event 
later than ten days from the date of 
the order, and shall take precedence 
of all matters, except older matters of 
the sanie character. 

“When the matter comes u for 
Hearing the party who obtained the 
temporary restraining ordér shall pro- 
ceed with his application for a pre-~- 
Uminary injunction, and if he does not 
do so the court rhall aissolve his tem- 
porary restraining order. 

“Upon two days’ notice tc the party 
obtaining such temporary restraining 
orders, the opp«-site party may appear 
and move the dissolution and modifi- 
cation of the order, and In that event 
the court or judge shall proceed to 
hear and determine the motion as ex- 
‘peditiously as the ends of justice may 
require. Every temporary restraining 
order shall be forthwith filed tn ths 
clerk's office” 

The new anti-injunction rule ircor- 
porates into praetice several demands 
Of labor leaders &hich they sought to 
have récognized by the enactment 3f 
the so-calied Clayton § anti-irjunction 
bill. 

Changes in Exqvity Rules. 


For seventeen months Chief Justice 
White and Justices Lurton and Van 
Devanter have been working on the 
equity rules as a sub-committee of the 
eourt. They asked avery federal iudge 
_througbont the country to get expres- 
sions from bar associations and wrote 
to mahy others asking for sugzestions. 
These suggestions were digested by the 
sub-committee. 

The present rules came down from 
the courts of Fneland with only one 
or two revisions since the beginning 
cf the republic. 

Chief Justice White. @xplaining some 
of the new rules. grouped the reforms 
under four or five heads.

He realizes the value of what Generai 
Sherman said during his Atlanta cam- 
paign, “When I hold Atlanta, I hoid 
the south.’ He referred to its near- 
ness to Norfoik, 597 miles away; Wii- 
mington is within 436 miles; Charies- 
ton, 309 miles; Savannah, 294 miles; 
Jacksonville, 350 miles; Mobile, 438 
miles: News Orleans, 496 miles; Chica- 
go, less than 1,000 miles, and Key 
West, 872 miles. Most of these cities 
can be reached in one night's trave] 
by train from Atlanta. 

Sketch of General Wood. 

The course of General Wood to the 
head of the army was by way of the 
medical. corps.

He is just 52 years old, 
hair ang blue eyes.

After graduating from the Harvard 
medica] school in 1884 he was appointeg 
an assistant surgeon in the United 
States army itn 1886 and seven years 
later rose to the rank of captain.

Harwell Ready to Quit.

The meeting of the board was called 
by Oscar Elsas, president of the Ex- 
position Cotton Mills.

Cashier Poland Stole $84,000 


_ Trying to Become Moving 
Picture King. . 


San Francisco, November 4.—-An am- 
bition to become the moving picture 
magnate of the Pacific coast is alleged 
to have led Wallace J. Poland, until 
three weeks” ago cashier of the ,San 
Francisco: office of the International 
Harvester company, to embezzle $84,000 
of his empioyer's money. Judge K. M. 
Greene, attorney for the Harvester 
company, caused Poland’s arrest today 
on the charge of having embezzled $1,- 
500 on October 3.' Judge Greene said 
Poland admitted this speculation, and 
that admission of other thefts brought 
the total amount up to $84,000. 

The speculations are alleged to have 
begun early in 1911, and continued un- 
til early in October, when Aubrey E. 
Ambrose, traveling auditor of the 
company, arrived in San Francisco and 
began an investigation of Poland’s ac- 
counts. Poland is held at the city 
prison, in default of $5,000 bail. 

According to Judge Greene, Poland 
invested money in a number of moving 
Picture houses and in a San Francisco 
saloon, which was elaborately fitted 
up. 

“There is no evidence of Poland’s 
money having: been spent in riotous 
living,”’ said Greene. “Poland has lived 
extravagantly, but generally it ap- 
pears to be‘a case of desiring to attain 
sudden riches. He sought to become a 
moving picture magnate.’ 

Poland is 28 years old. He is 
ried, but has no children.

A. meeting could be 


held at some central point where or- 
ganization could be effected, officers 
elected and a commission of five or 
seven delegates appointed with full au- 
thority to supervise and handle all 
questions that might arise in connec- 
tion with the conduct of the sport. 

“There seems to be no good reason 
why boxing could not be conducted 
along the same lines as baseball and 
controlled by a body similar to the 
national baseball commission. In do- 
ing this boxing would Le placed on a 
thorough business basis and elevated 
to a high plane.

Sheriff in Sympathy With Mob. 

“I, had every reason to believe that 
the sheriff was entirely in sympathy 
with the would-be mob. That he se- 
lected’ the place for the gallows solely 
that the fence might be torn away and 
the spectators might hate a good view 
of the. execution.- I believe that he 
connived with the mob in tearing 
away the wall and that: his own hench- 
men actually did. the work. 

“Me promised that the execution 
would take place early and before the 
crowd had time to gather and possibly 
get bolsterous and unruly, but he ad- 
vised the doctors whom the court ap- 
pointed to witness the execution not 
to come until 12 o'clock, that the ex- 
ecution would not take place until 
that time. The fact is, rt did not take 
place until»that- time, notwithstanding 
every effort was made by me to. have 
it over with and avoid camplications. 

Sheriff Was Playing Politics. 

‘Ll believe he was playing for politi- 
cal advantage and would have welcom- 
ed an opportunity to openly espouse 
the side of a mob. He was boister- 
ous; went out where: everybody could 
see him and wrestled with a young 
man,. dragging him down hill by the 
foot and in other ways trying to cre- 
ate a scene. 

“The mob around the fence were 
constantly calling him to let them 
know when he needed them, and he 
would call back to them that he would 
do #0. Ile was constantly yelling to 
the people outside the fence.

London, November 4.—The “prospect 


- that a considerable portion of the de- 


_ -feated Turkish army will be able to 
3 reform behind the lines of Tehatalja, 
the last fortifications before Constanti- 
nople, is not altogether excluded, but 
Whether the Turks will be able to 
maintain there any serious resistance 
to the Bulgarian advance is a question 
which is in doubt. 

In the struggle with the allies the 
Turks lost more than half théir artil- 
lery. In fact, the Servians alone claim 
to have captured no less than 300 guns. 
This will certainly militate against 
any prolonged stand at Tchatalja. 

In a circular note to Turkish ambas- 
sadors abroad the Turkish government 
maintains that, although embarrassing, 
affairs are not desperate, and declares 
that when the allies had completed 
their mobilization Turkey bad barely 
begun hers. The note insists that Tur- 
key is still able to maintain prolonged 
warfare. 

Powers Will Not Intervene. 

Up to the present hour there is no 
Sign that anything has come of the 
porte’s appeal to the powers for media- 
tion. No replies have been received at 
Constantinople, and there is little doubt 
that when they are received they will 
embody a declination to consider the 
idea of proposing an armistice. Ap- 
parently Bulgaria is in no mood to 
negotiate peace now. 

Although fighting is still proceeding 
on the Tchorlu Serai line, and cor- 
respondents are sending reports of 
Bulgarian and Turkish successes in 
that neighborhood according to which 
Side they draw inspiration from,. the 
official announcement from Constantt- 
hople that the Turks are withdrawing 
to the Tchatalja line of forts is not to 
be doubted, and it is evident that this 
fighting is inere an extensive rear- 
guard action to cover the movement of 
the Turks toward Constantinople.
